SombthlnET la happening In thla country 
that no American can look upon without 
anxiety. Men In many walks arc becoming 
afraid to think freely. This \a no wild alarm. 

It 15 the grim truth. • 

Hare In a land where^sklea were once so 
^favorable~for freedom, the atmosphere ih 
many plftcea Is cloudy with ausplclon, aultty 
wit h fear. It op press ^ i,hp, wrhn n lti'tK-hur , ^ hn- 
wtltor. the Bovemment clerk, the high pol- 
icy-maker. 

- Men tremblfr to voice opinions- that may bo 
new or different. They shrink from express- 
ing vlewpolnta they feel by some turn of 
eyents may prove unpopular or unwise at 
some future time. Criticism la becoming so- 
cially dangerous. 

Congress haa passed no law nullifying the 
bill of rights, with IJs duster of strategic po- 
litical freedoms. -On paper, they are Intact. 
PoUca ore nowhere breaking up meetinB* 
where men gather to discuss and debate. 

■Yet. ln the name _of the_fJght.Bgolnst tyran- 
nical commimiam. In the name of American- 
ism that shouts for freedom, the bill of rights' 
la being abridged— by )ear— as surely as a ty- 
rant's decree would obliterate It. 
[ ' So men In many places disdain to be orlgl- - 
1 nal, to offer alternfttlves. They choose In- 
stead to conform, to play It safe, knowing 
WflU that the price of dissent may be social 
stlgtna, economic ruin, the sl&ugbtet of their 
-character. 

You need take no one's word that these 
things aro true. Read carefully the record of 
-Congressional hearings in the lost 10 months 
on major American policy. Head the statc- 
' ments of men who know how honest public 
- officials are thinking today. Ask the teachers 
and the writers. 

... Misguided patriot! are -virtually asserting 
' that It la treasonable to have, held Ideas in 
1835- or 1945 which TODAY aro mpopulai 
or appear unwise. Ignored Is the fact that 
these same Ideas may have been widely ac- 
cepted Id those earlier, different times, it 
these charges were not so tragic in conae- 
quence, they would be funny. Our Jails could 
not tiOUljdl t^e lawmakers, businessmen, 
••l)rofeBsorii3uid-5undlta who have been aadly 
wrong In Judging past events. 

To many eager defenders of America.. there_ 

'{ I Is no distinction between genuine subversion 
I and the accidental identity of a man's sincere 
views with the CoEomunlat party line. This 
I : Is not far from declaring some day that good 
I ' Americans must he' for cancer because the 
kremlln is against It. 
-Under-thla duu, leaden celling of conform- 
) ^ Vy, aU Shadings of attitude, aU degrees of 
—aympathy-for-a -cause, are lost in haze. Only 
black and white stand out. "You are either 
with us or against us," seems to he Uie motto. 

Thus, as one "sharp observer put it, we are_ 
in a; itate of mental clvU vmr. It la a conflict 
precipitated by men who see no-foom 'for 
honest differences of opinion, for departure- 
from the cinrent popular view, for mistakes 
— great or small — mode in the sincere per- 
formance of duty. The/ see only treason, sub- 
version and moral guilt. ■* 
Picture then the dilemma of the 1051 
, Americans trying to chart a sensible course 
In the realm of Ideas. In this complex age, 
plagued by countless baffling problems which 
suggest many solutions, what can a man saf e- 
. ly advocate? What can he urge today that 
win certainly be good for tomorrow? 
■ No matter how wise his counsel seems 
now, he may still be adjudged a subversive in 
some future moment. That Is the painful out- 
look which confronts him. 
- Because that Is his prospect, democracy 
stands In peril in America. For democracy Is 
rooted In the right to make Intelligent, moral 
choices among alternatives. There Is no free- 
dom In the right merely to conform. 

As the raw stufl of his decisions— the deci- 
sions that govern his country— the American 
must see before him a wide array of differ- 
ing policies and programs and Ideas. Without 
them, what la there to choose? And without 
choice* where is his freedom? 

To discourage the presenting of alterna- 
tives Is therefore clearly to impair freedom. 
Therein lies our overriding danger today. 

ANSWERS \VANTED 
Though there has been no official state- 
ment, reliable reports . from the Pentagon 
Indicate the great Intramural debate over air 
force expansion has been resolved In favor 
of a 140-group armada. 

These accounts declare that In the enlarged 
force,, tactical aviation will receive much 
greater stress than now. Amerlcon weakness 
In this Held has long been remarked. Thus If

Whatever the nc^ moke-up of our military

VIEWS Of others 

FILLINO MAN-FOWER DEFICIT . 
'Eveiy American n'oman has a Job to do Uiese 
tense years," Secretary of Defense Lovelt said re- 
cently. Since approximately S3 out ot every lOO 
persons In the UiUted States axe women, the great 
deficit In human power can be made up only if the 
"fair sex" piitrloUcolly responds to duty's call. They 
ore needed both In the factories and in the aimed 
services. 

Approximately 300.000 women served in tho various 
branches ol iho services during World war II with 
such good results that some prejudice against them 
was erased. Today about 4S,000 women ore In Uni- 
form, but more than 100.000 are urgently needed. 
About two and a half million are eligible; that Is, 
they aro physically capoble and have no children 
or Indlspenslble home duties. Yet enlUUnents. accept- 
ed on a temporary basis, are slow. 
■ The "great American taboo" against women tntcr- 
Ing new areas, dating back to the Vlctorlsn age 
keeps some women -from volunteering for the serv- 
ice. The main deterrent, according to Col. Mary Jo 
Shelly, director of Women ot the Air Force, [s op- 
position by fathers, brothers and boy friends, prompt- 
ed by a false sense of Bslltnirj-. Colonel Shelly inslats 
that women are. weU protected In the armed services 
—more so thnn In civilian lite. Moreover, they are 
taught skills which are useful In making a living. They 
also are experienced in discipline, without the "con- 
vent" atmosphere. The armed service is the only area 
where equal pay Is Buar»nt<cd. 

■Women assume a supporUng role In the array 
navy, marine* and air force.- Outside of actual com- 
hat. they are excluded from only such duUea as 
physical llmlU require, in some kinds of work some 
am superior to men. 

F^or e\-cry single woman who enters 'the service 
voluntarily, a man-perhaps a family hend-may be 
spared by the draft. Women arc offered an opportun- 
Ity to share the service for freedom, adding richness 
and fuUneis totheir lives.— Salt Lake lYlbuae.

The federation gave some exam- 
ples of what It's concerned about, 
and In an oslde said the doc veni- 
son Is Just 01 tasty as buck venl- 
son: 

"In Wisconsin for example," said 
the tcderotlon, "teeming herds of 
whitclalls did almost Irreparable 
damage to the range year alter ye'ar 
While iportanien shouted down all 
suggestions tliat they must start 
shooting females In order to check 
the Increase. They thinned out tho 
bucks every foil but the docs kept 
on having fawn.i. Not as many, to' 
"be " sure— finally they produced 
sickly singles where they lued to 
bcor tat twins— but they kept on 
producing." 

An official of the New Hampshire 
gome department reported this
